Political indictment 
forever changes 
Trump’s legacy

WASHINGTON» The first line of Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s obituary has been 
written. 

While Trump is all but certain to avoid 
removal from office, a portion of his leg- 
acy took shape Wednesday when he be- 
came just the third president in Ameri- 
can history to be impeached by the U.S. 
House. 

The two articles of impeachment ap- 
proved along largely partisan lines stand 
as a constitutional rebuke that will stay 
with Trump even as he tries to trivialize 
their meaning and use them to power his 
re-election bid in 2020. 
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Trump told the crowd at a campaign rally in Battle Creek, Mich., where he 


took the stage just minutes before becoming only the third president in U.S.

WASHINGTON» President Donald 
Trump was impeached by the U.S. 
House of Representatives on Wednesday 
night, becoming only the third American 
chief executive to be formally charged 
under the Constitution’s ultimate reme- 
dy for high crimes and misdemeanors. 

The historic vote split along party 
lines, much the way it has divided the na- 
tion, over a charge that the 45th presi- 
dent abused the power of his office by 
enlisting a foreign government to inves- 
tigate a political rival before the 2020 
election. The House then approved a 
second charge, that he obstructed Con- 
gress in its investigation. 

The articles of impeachment, the po- 
litical equivalent of an indictment, now 
go to the Senate for trial. If Trump is ac- 
quitted by the Republican-led chamber, 
as expected, he would have to run for re- 
election carrying the enduring stain of 
impeachment on his purposely disrup- 
tive presidency. 

“The president is impeached,” House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi declared after the 
vote. She called it “great day for the Con- 
stitution of the United States, a sad one 
for America that the president’s reckless 
activities necessitated us having to in- 
troduce articles of impeachment.” 

Trump, who began Wednesday tweet- 
ing his anger at the proceedings, pumped 
his fist before an evening rally in Battle 
Creek, Mich., boasting of “tremendous 
support” in the Republican Party and 
saying, “By the way, it doesn’t feel like 
I’m being impeached.” 

The votes for impeachment were 230- 
197-1 on the first charge, 229-198-1 on the 
second. 

Democrats led Wednesday night’s vot- 
ing, framed in what many said was their 
duty to protect the Constitution and up- 
hold the nation’s system of checks and 
balances. Republicans stood by their 
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Controversial statement. Talk show
